Churchill disclosed that 11,000 Allied planes were available as needed for 


the battle. The Allied bombers, climaxing 96 hours of steady pounding, lashed 
German coastal defenses this morning with 10,000 tons of explosives. 


Little Opposition From Nazi Planes 


Fighters who went up to guard the beaches 'had little to do, however, as 


the German Air Force up till noon had flown only 50 sorties against the in- 
vading forces. 
"The Germans were known to have probably 1,750 fighters and 500 bomb-

Allied forces—Americans, British,

as paratroopers from the air (the 
Germans said four divisions of 'em). 
They've gone in under cover of a 
titantic bombardment from sea and 
sky.

their reserves well inland, back of 
their coastal defenses in order to be 
able to fling them in any direction 
quickly.

Chose The Hard Way 


The entire invasion cuubi ol wesl- 


ern Europe is blazing with Allied 
aerial bombardment. Whether this 
presages quick thrusts at

points isn't yet apparenWbut that 
wouldn't be surprising. We should 
watch for it. 


Meanwhile millions of enslaved 


people are waiting anxiously, pray- 
erfully, for General 
Eisenhower's 


signal.to,rise and smite Hitler. The 
Commander in Chief is holding them 
in leash lest premature uprisings 
cost lives. 


The Allied High Command has 


chosen—as this column has so often 
predicted—to hit western France at 
the tough spot, right in the teeth 
of Hitler's stronges defenses. It was 
the logical thing to do, for our 
forces must be close to their main 
base—and that base is in England. 
So we are going at it the hard way 
in the beginning, but it will be the 
eariest in the long run. 


Montgomery Leading 


This first Allied thrust, according 


to the Germans is into the fertile 
plain at the base of the Cotentin, 
or Cherbourg, peninsula. 
In the 


midst of this is the ancient city 
of Caen, about which the opening 
struggle swirls. It lies close to the 
valley of the Seine, 149 miles west- 
northwest of Paris. It's an old 
battle ground, for Edward III cap- 
tured and pillaged Caen in 1346. 


If we can segregate the peninsula, 


it will provide a most magnificent 
base for operations, since it has the 
great port Cherbough, which is con- 
nected with Paris by a mam rail- 
way. 
Once established 
on 
this 


peninsula, the Allies will sueep in 
towards the French capital and 
then on through the old invasion 
route to Germany. 


It's good to see our friend Gen- 


eral Montgomery — the man who 
beat Marshal Rommel—leading this 
initial thrust. 
Again these two 


great tacticians are up against each 
other, for Rommel commands the 
German forces of the invasion zone. 


Germans May Quit 


One of the big questions in most 


minds today is how long this final 
phase of the European war will last. 
Predictions certainly aren't in order 
at this stage, but there's this com- 
forting thought: 


Many observers believe that when 


the Germans finally are convinced 
that there can-be no turn of fortune 
to save them, they will quit rather 
than fight on their own soil 
I 


think that idea is worth const-na- 
tive consideration. 


However, the Hitlerites are going 


to battle until the last glimmer of 
hope is dead. That is going to mean 
terrible fighting, and probaoiy h 
casulaties for the Allies

FIFTH ARMY IN 
ITALY PUSHES. 
ON FIVE MILES 


By SID FEDER 


Allied Headquarters, Naples, June 


6 (AP)—Fifth Army forces drove 
steadily beyond liberated Rome to- 
day, 
some units plunging as much 


as five miles out from the historic 
Tiber river against what was of- 
ficially termed "only weak resist- 
ance." 


"The battle to destroy the enemy 


continues without pause," said a 
communique. 


Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark's troops 


have crossed or reached the Tiber 
all the way from Rome to the sea 
and enemy divisions still in the flat- 
lands below the city are in despe- 
rate straits. 


In the coastal -area alone well 


over 2,000 prisoners apparently will 
be unable to scramble out of the 
Allied net because all Tiber bridges 
from Rome to the sea either have 
been blown up or captured. 


In still-jubilant Rome, however, 


eleven crossings remained intact, 
and the Fifth Army poured across 
in a constant stream to chase the 
Germans fleeing northward in dis- 
order. 
_ 
Cover Wide Area 


Allied armored forces fanned out 


over a wide area. Infantry also has 
crossed the river in force and was 
repdrted driving due west of Vat- 
ican City. The only resistance any- 
where came from, isolated rear- 
guards. 


In the mountains east of Rome 


German rearguards. threw strong 
opposition 
against 
the 
British 


Eighth Army in an effort to cover 
the northward withdrawal of the 
main enemy troops in that sector. 


The Allied air forces gave the 


German columns no rest. In the 
area immediately north of Rome 
yesterday more than 375 of their 
vehicles were destroyed or damaged 
by fighter-bombers. Heavy bombers 
meanwhile pounded northern Italy 
rail lines, particularly in the Po 
valley. 
Four enemy planes were 


destroyed and the Allies last 13. 


the Nazis admitted were terrific.

CUT PRODUCTION 


OF ROMANIA OIL 


Allied Headquarters, Naples, June 


6 (AP)—The productive capacity of 
Romania's Ploesti oil refineries has 
been slashed to less than 25 per 
cent of normal as a result of the 
last five Allied attacks on the vital 
German fuel sources, Allied officials 
estimated Monday. 


A total of 4,500 tons of bombs 


have been rained down on the rich 
oil region in those five raids, which 
took place between May 5-31. 


The refining plants have been so 


badly smashed, reconnaissance pho- 
tographs reveal, that only one re- 
mains capable of any considerable 
production. Before the current ser- 
ies of raids Ploesti had been at- 
tacked in June. 1942, and August, 
1943. 


It is estimated here that the Plo- 


esti oilfields in April of this year 
were capable of producing oil at 
the rate of about 9.000,000 tons an- 
nually. Now it is doubtful if they 
produce at the rate of 2,000,000 tons.

OF ROMANIA OIL 


Allied Headquarters, Naples, June 
6 (AP)—The productive capacity of 
Rom ania’s Ploesti oil refineries has 
been slashed to less than 25 per 
cent of normal as a result of the 
last five Allied attacks on the vital 
Germ an fuel sources, Allied officials 
estim ated Monday. 
A total of 4,500 tons of bombs 
have been rained down on the rich 
oil region in those five raids, which 
took place between May 5-31. 
Tile refining plants have been so 
badly smashed, reconnaissance pho­ 
tographs reveal, th a t only one re­ 
mains capable of any considerable 
production. Before the current ser­ 
ies of raids Ploesti had been a t­ 
tacked in June. 1942, and August. 
1943 
It is estim ated here th a t the Plo­ 
esti oilfields in April of this year 
were capable of producing oil at 
the rate of about 9,000,000 tons a n ­ 
nually. 
Now it is doubtful if they 
produce at the rate of 2.000.000 tons. 
Aerial photos show great oil tanks 
with their tops ripped open like tin

FDR PREPARING 
RADIO PRAYER; 
TALKS TONIGHT 


Washington, June 6 (AP) —Closet- 


ed in his bedroom, President Roose- 
velt spent the early morning hours 
of the invasion writing a. prayer for 
victory for the Allied forces of liber- 
ation. 


The Chief Executive, who received 


reports of the invasion through its 
early phases, will go on the air at 
10 o'clock tonight (EWT), with the 
hope that the nation will join him 
in the prayer which he wrote. 


Presidential 
Secretary 
Stephen 


Early, who described Mr. Roose- 
velt's activities to reporters, said the 
President went to his bedroom early 
last evening and began working on 
the prayer shortly after he delivered 
a nation-wide radio broadcast on 
the fall of Rome. Working behinc 
blackout curtains which darkened 
the White House to 
night-time 


passers-by. Early said the Chief Ex- 
ecutive received steady invasion re- 
ports—complete and in detail—from 
11:30 p. m., on into the actual hour 
of the assault against the coast o 
France. 


Knew All Details 


"He knew when the first barges 


staited across the channel and he 
knew when they landed," Early said. 
"He knew of other operations in 
just as great detail." 


The reports came into the White 


House by telephone from the Army's 
nerve center, the nearby Pentagon 
building. Early said he could not 
disclose from whom the President 
received his information because of 
security reasons, but he gave the 
impression Mr. Roosevelt was in- 
timately abreast of the operations. 


Early called his regular morning 


press conference 30 minutes earlier 
than usual, telling reporters he 
knew they were anxious to get in- 
vasion news. 


"The President has known for 


sometime what the 
world now 


knows about the invasion," Early 
said. 


To Publish Text 


The text of the prayer Mr. Roose- 


velt wrote will be released for pub- 
lication later in the day, Early add- 
ed, so that the public can be fami- 
liar with it and join the President 
when he leads in a victory- prayer 
tonight.
